Top Aide in Gandhi Regime 


Held on Corruption Charges

NEW DELHI. Aug. 03 (NYT. 
—~Bansi Lal, who was former 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi's 
defense minister and one of the 
most umportant members of her 
government, was arrested today 
on charges of corruption. 

Mr, Lal's arrest was the new 
Indian government's most deci- 
sive move so far against the in- 
ner circle that was runoing the 
country six months ago, and it 
reached even closer to Mrs. 
Gandhi and her son Sanjay than 
did the arrest ot four other top 
aides a week ago. 

Even before he became defense 
minister um December, 1975, six 
Inonths after Mrs, Gandhi's sus~ 
pension of civil liberties, Mr. Lal 
was one of the closest political 
associates of both her and her 
son, ‘They all had been in daily 
contact during their increas- 
ingly authoritarian management 
of India’s affairs. 

The police charged that Mr. 
‘Lal has misappropriated $60,000 
belonging to the youth wing of 
the Congress party. which domi- 
nated the Indian polttical scene 
until Mrs. Gandhi's electoral 
defeat 1850 March. 

Speculation of Sanjay 

The fact that the charges re- 
lated to the Youth Congress 
heightened speculation that the 
trail of criminal prosecution 
might lead to Sanjay Gandhi. 
since he was the group's national 
Jeader. 

Mr. Gandhi, 30, has been grant- 
ed anticipatory bai! in several 
pending cases and is the object 
of several official sovernment 
investigations, but he has not 
been arrested.

ing violated their property rights. 
(However, the land in question is 
worthless without federa] irriga- 
tion. projects.] 

Westside Farmers represents 
corporate and family farmers in 
an area where large-scale farm- 
ing 15 2 way of life. 

Fifty years ago the land was 
50 desolate that it was only used 
for spring cattle-grazing. Then 8 
man named Russell Giffen bought 
5,400 acres and pumped in deep- 
well water to grow cotton without 
federal assistance. By the end of 
‘World War Τί, Mr, Giffen’s hold- 
ings had grown to 54,000 acres, 
and he was a multimillionaire, 

Absentee Owners 

Mr, Giffen's holdings have been 
sold, as have a number of other 
large holdings in the area since 
federal irrigation began in the 
1860s. Advocates of land redis- 
tribution said that the new 
owners, who benefit from the 
vast federal: spending on water 
Projects, include a cispropartion- 
ate number of absentees and large 
corporations. Spokesmen for 
Westside Farmers said that many 
of the group's members live on 
the land ang farm large acreages 
out of economic necessity. 

The argument for large land 
ownerships in California is based 
primarily on the scarcity of water. 
In Westlands, the profitable and 
heavy water-using ¢rops of cot- 
ton, tomatoes and sugar beets musi 
be rotated ‘with erops such as 
cereal] grains, which use less 
water and make less money. To 
buy the mechanical equipment 
needed to profitably farm ἃ va- 
riety of crops. farmers say, large 
acreage is needed. Their water, 
however, is delivered at modest 
cost through federal projects fi- 
nanced by 0.5. taxpayers. 

Under federal reclamation law. 
each family member cam own 160 
acres. Up to now, there kad been 
no restriction on leasing. In West- 
Jands, it is eommon for three 
families with 10 or 12 people to 
combine 1,600 or 2,000 acres of 
their own with an equivalent 
acreage ΟἹ leased land and farm 
it as a single unit. 

However, the average 5126 of ἃ 
farming operation has heen 
shrinking since federal water and- 
the restriction on ownership ar- 
rived in the mid-1960s. A decade 
ago the average farm size was 
4,600 acres; today it is 2,400 acres.

U.S. Aide Retracis Allegation 
Of Overcharging by Lockheed

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (NYT). 
-—The Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
yesterday released a letter from 
Godwin Chase, chairman of 
the government’s Renegotiation 
Board, conceding that he had 
“erred” in alleging before ἃ 
Senate committee that the com- 
pany had overcharged on @ con- 
tract for the construction of 
seven amphibious transport dock 
ships for the Navy. 

“You don't make undocument- 
ed charges and pronounce upon 
them publicly to further your 
interests.” said Robert Haack, 
Lockheed’s chairman, in an acer- 
bic comment on an aifair that 
has implications going well be- 
yond a single company and the 
agency whose job it is to pre- 
vent excess profits on defense 
contracts. © 

The admission by Mr. Chase 
that he “erred in the translation 
of dollar amounts in question to 
pounds of steel” and thet “my 
figures for the amount of un- 
accounted-for steel are over- 
stated.” was made as legislation 
is pending in Congress to extend 
the life of the Renegotlation 
Board to 1982 and give the agency 
and its newly appointed chair- 
man new powers. 

The letter constitutes a poten- 
tial embarrassment for the board 
and could weaken the legislative 
efforts in Congress. 

The board, and its 179 em- 

ployees, technically went out of 
business last Sept. 30, when the 
last Renegotiation Act, which 
had been extended 13 times since 
originally enacted in 1942, ex- 
pired. The board now works 
only on its backlog. It cannot 
examine apy new cases. 
- Mr, Chase seid yesterday: “Mr 
letter in its entirety speaks for 
itself. I have no further com- 
ments to make.” 

He had conditioned his admis~ 
sion on the correctness of fic- 
ures calculated by Lockheed's 
outside auditors, Arthur Young 


Mr. Chase's letter furthermore 
raised a series of other questions 
about Lockheed’s contracting pro- 
cedures and said, “I have re- 
quested the Defense Contractor 
Audit Agency to assist the board 
in a further review of these 


areas.” . 
Cost Growth 

Among the questions were: the 
cost-growth figures submitted by 
Lockheed to the Navy in support 
of its contract claim: the “appar- 
ently excessive” progress-payment 
billing to the Navy; the large 
difference between stecl pur- 
chased and that actually used in 
the ships: and the relationshin 
between these items and those 
currently beitig investigated by 


the Department of Justice on the 
Destroyer 1052 contract, perform- 
ed by Lockheed in the same 
period. 

Mr. Haack said in an inter- 
view from his Burbank, Calii., 
headquarters: . 

“This is an oblique admission 
that he blew it. But Mr. Chase 
has Eept the issue alive by raising 
difficult-to-understand questions. 
‘We can justify our cost growth. 
Our progress billings to the Navy 
are ‘reconcilable. Our scrap rates 
are defensible, and what the 
relationship to the destroyer es- 
cart business is I just dont 
know."

The slaying of three Girl Scouts 
near here on June 13 frightened 
this sieepy community of 1,019 
persons, Visitors are met with 
cold stares. For the first time in 
them lives, residents bolt their 
doors at night and keep loaded 
guns nearby. 

‘The situation has intensified 
the underlying hostility between 
some whites and Indians and has 
included such elements as mur- 
Ger clues hidden in secret caves, 
2a volunteer posse in pick-up 
trucks equipped with civilian- 
band radio and a manhunt br 
jungle-trained Vietnam veterans. 

The bodies of Michelle Guse, 
9. Lori Farmer, 8, and Doris 
Milner, 10, all of the Tulsa area, 
were discovered at dawn June 13 
outside their tent at Camp Scott, 
about a mile from here. They 
had been sleeping in one of the 
few tents without an adult coun- 
selor when they were attacked on 
the first night of a two-week 
campout, 

Dragged from their cots, they 
were sexualiy molested and beat- 
en.

Three days after the slavings, 
trained tracking dogs were flown 
here. 

They ted detectives to a small 
cave, about 2 mile from the death 
scene. Inside, the officials found 
empty food cans and two tattered 
photographs, The authorities con- 
sidered the pictures their first 
real clues. 

Newspapers printed the photo- 
graphs, showing three women, 
across the top of their front pages. 
The captions read: “Who are 
these people?” Within 24 hours, 
telephone callers had identified 
the three as guests at the 1969 
wedding of a prison employee's

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U.S. Energy Snake Bites Its Tail 


Legislation as complex and voluminous as 
the administration's energy bill is certain 
to have unexpected effects. One cautionary 
example came to light this month after the 
Clean Air Act was passed. Taken together, 
these two pieces of legislation have an in- 
teresting joint alfect. The Clean Air Act 
requires utilities to build scrubbers into coal- 
fired generating plants and to cleanse the 
exhaust gases on their way out into the 
atmosphere. It's an altogether laudable 
purpose but. Tike most kuids of environ- 
mental protection. it's expensive. It raises 
the enst of generating electricity with caal. 

One major purpose of the energy bill 15. 
ef course, to discourage utihties from using 
imported oi] and. instead. push them toward 
greater use of coal. But eoal-fired enersy 
generation ts already more expensive than 
nurlear power and adding the scrubber re- 
quirement widens toat differential even 
further. Instead of pushing toward greater 
tse of enal, economics now pushes toward 
greater use of nuclear reactors.

But a great eloud of uncertainties sur- 
rounds nuclear power. Utilities do not know 
what the furure licensing requirements are 
going to be. The Carter administration 
wants to revise them. But that bill is still 
im the talking stage, and enactment is far 
awar, For the utilities, the effect is to 
ereate 2 powerful incentive to postpone de- 
eisions on the giant base-load plants. De- 
mand for electricity has been rising rapidly 
this year. What if the power companies get 
eaught short, with inadequate generating 
capacity? 


The only quick fix is a Ught turbine gen- 
erator that runs on heating oll. The actual 
effect of all the current legislation may well 
be to increase the amount of oil burned to 
generate electricity in the early 1980s. Once 
again the shake has bitten its own tail. The 
tail [5 ἃ very long one and, as the snake has 
rather plainttvely pointed out on previous 
oecasions, keeping track of it is extremely 
difficult. But the bite ts painful and. as the 
doctors say, lf neglected could be dangerous.

A real dilemma confronts Congress. It 
kmows that it is trying to do too much at 
once, but there is no way to break the sub- 
yect into pieces. To enact the energy bill 
with its emphasis on coal would be intol- 
erable without the protection of the Clean 
Air Act. As for the nuclear-licensing proce- 
dures, uncertainty over future rules is no 
doubt better than trying to stick with the 
present ones and the endless paralyzing re- 
view that they invite. 

The energy bill is now halfway through 
Congress. and it’s likely to be passed before 
the end of the year. The nature of the pro- 
cess suggests that it will become more com- 
plicated. rather than less, as it moves 
through tne Senate. Its full meaning will 
not be apparent until well after it has gone 
Into effect. This year's bill will have to be 
followed every year or two by further energy 
bils—strengthening, refining and correct- 
ing—1f the country is to eome ont anywhere 
near the goals that President Carter has set 
Zor 1985.

Breaking the Ice 


The Sortet announcement the other day 
that its nuclear Icebreaker Arktika had be- 
come the first surface ship to reach the 
North Pole confirms. yet again. how rapidly 
man ts conquering the inaccessible places 
on the planet. The question. yet again. ts 
whether man's capacities tn the political, 
legal and economic arenas can keep pace 

A 1959 treaty in effect made the Antarctic 
a world commons for scientists: The nations 
concerned agreed not to press their territoriai 
claims, some of them overlapping. during the 
Nfe of the treaty. Future ownership and 
exploitation for other than scientific ends 
were deliberately left vague. 

Since 1959. major changes have taken 
place. The Antarctic has become increas- 
ingly accessible: there are now even some 
tourist trips. There are strong indications of 
significant mineral resources. Soviet geolog- 
ists, for example, claim to have found 8 
mountain of high grade iron ore. The U.S. 
Genlogical Survey estimates that the conti- 
nental shelf of Antarctlea may hold as much 
as 45 billion barrels of oll and 115 trillion 


cubic feet of natural gas. If Alaska’s North 
Slope can be made to yield oil, why not An- 
tarctica? It is none too early to reopen our 
thinking on the stil vague questions of 
ownership and exploitation. 


Somewhat similar issues have arisen in 
recent years at international conferences, 
aimed at creating a law of the sea. The 
developing nations would like the seabed’s 
resources made the patrimony Gf all human- 
ity so that they can benefit from their ex- 
ploitation. The developed nations want in- 
centives and rewards for making the invest- 
ment and doing the actual work of harvest- 
ing the seabed's riches. Any effort to work 
out agreements for the exploitation of the 
Antarctic is likely to run into the same 
rivalry—complicated by the fact that certain 
nations, Chile. Argentina and others. have 
claims to specific parts of the Antarctic. 


The Arktika may have broken new physical 
ice; the political ice of the Antarctic still 
lies ahead, cold and treacherous.

The Colonel’s Escape 


The escape of the SS colonel from his 
hospital bed in Rome last week has its gro- 
tesque aspects. His wife, deseribed as 
“robust.” apparently carted him out in a 
large piece of luggage. How she then got 
him across at least two international borders, 
on their way back to West Germany, has 
yet to be expjained. Inevitably it raises ugly 
questions of collusion. West German offi- 
cials immediately noted that, whether the 
eolonel had entered the country illegally or 
not .he would not be returned to Rome be- 
eause West German ἴδ does not permit 
extradition. 

The case is a lens through which you can 
perceive a gnod deal about the present state 
of Western Europe. It needs to be said, most 
emphatically, that it does not imply any 
lingering sympathy within the West German 
government for Nazis. For three decades, 
with great moral stamina and notable suc- 
eess, the West Germans have prosecuted the 
endless lists of war crimes and criminals. 
On that central {ssue there has never been 
any wavering. The present incident appears 
only to reflect the lesser failing of senti- 
mentality. 

The colonel is an old man. dying of stom- 
ach cancer. Why keep him in jal? Why 
not let him go home to die in peace? Sim-~ 
ilar questions have heen asked. and not oniy 
by West Germans, in benali of otner aging 
War criminals over the years.

His name was Herbert Kappler, and he was 
the SS commander in Rome in early 1944 as 
the Allied armies closed on the city and the 
Italian partisans harried the Germans from 
the rear.

335 Italians at random, most of them civil- 
lians, and executed them. The shooting of 
eivihan hostages is an unspeakable practice. 
For the SS. it was a routine method of gov- 
ernment. There are certain crimes in which 
eivilized people do not let bygones be by- 
gones. There is a duty to remember. If a 
man murders 338 hostages—a mat. moreover, 
who is neither deranged nor stupid—what 15 
the proper sentence? War is an extenuat- 
ing circumstance, but extenuation does not 
reach as far as the Roman caves where 
those hostages died.

For Italians. Col Kappler's escape is 
doubly enraging because it suggests official 
incompetence in holding the prisoner and 
national impotence in seeking his return. 
The effect on relations between the two 
countries was predictable, A meeting sched- 
uled between the heads of the two govern- 
ments was précipitately canceled to avoid 
making bad matters worse. 

As for Col. Kappler, he appears to be a 
Man destined to leave a trail of damage for 
his country. one way or another. as long 35 
he draws breath.

A Tax Loophole for the Multinationals

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23 (NYT), 
—When Navios Shipping Co. of 
Liberla brought iron ore from 
Orinogo Mining Co. io Vene- 
muela to the United Siates from 
1957 to 1960, it overcharged for 
its. services by 10 to 30 per cent, 
a US, tax cowt ruled recently. 

But both Navios and Orinoco 
are subsidiaries of U.S. Steel 
Corp. The maneuver just de- 
scribed is known as transfer pric- 
ing, and it is sparking intense 
debate as reformers move to plug 
one of the multinational corpora- 
tion's favorite tax loopholes.

The refinery, Get- 
ty’s only one wn the United 
States, can process 155,000 berre!s 
of crude a day and would vost at 
least $400 million to replace 
under current costs.

‘The reduction is the fourth. and 
largest, for copper since April, 
when the price stood at 74 cents 
a pound. The price is now 60 
cents 2 pound on electrolytic 
copper cathodes. the basi¢ form 
of refined copper. 

The price acthon representr ἃ 
worsening of the excess world 
copper suppiy that has plagued 
the industry for the last three 
years, and the growing spread 
between domestic and foreign 
copper prices. 

The basic reason for the slump 
in prices has been continued 
sluggish demand coupled with 
strong production of the metal 
by Third World countries such 
as Zaire and Zambia, which have 
been trying to sustain foreign ex- 
change earnings and employment. 

As a result, world copper supply 
is reportedly at a record high of 
2 million tons, or twice the normal 
level. 

The difference between copper 
prices on the New York market. 
and the London Metal Exchanse 
hag widened in recent weeks, with 
the London price tending to be 
10 cents lower. Normaliy. an ὅ- 
cent discount is enough to trigeer 
a switch to imports by American 
copper consumers.

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‘Nothing’s Hopeless If It’s Advertised Right’

p== SPRINGS, Calif. (WP!.—He called 
Limself “America’s fearless young 
showman,” and he made dozens of millions 
of dollars promoting some of the worst 
films imaginable into box-office eham- 
pions. 

The Catholic Legion of Decency in the 
United States regularly condemned his 
work. but crowds rioted if they couldn't 
get in He was a classic fisure in Amer- 
ica’s cultural netherworld, but today he is 
just about unknown. The name is Kroger 
Babb, and when it's mentioned to the few 
who knew him, they smile. 

They smile because in the modern world 
of publicity men it is difficult τὸ do justice 
to a man like Babb, a kind of native Amer- 
ican genius who 20 years ago turned sex, 
religion and almost anyihing else into 
ready money. “Ee was the greatest shov- 
man this country ever saw,” says one still- 
awed associate. “People talk ahout Mike 
Todd, but Todd needed an expensive item 
to promete. Krog could take any piece of 
junk and sell it.” 

Imagine. for instance, a 1948 filmed Pas- 
sion Play out of Lawton. Okla., where tele- 
phone poles were visible behind the cross 
and the accents were so thick (on the order 
of “Whenve yl gonna betray me?”) that 
it became known as “the only fikm that 
had to be dubbed from English into En- 
glish.” 

“That picture, you couldn't give it away, 
but I said ‘Nothing's hopeless 4 it’s 
advertised right," " Babb remembers. 

After retitling the film “The Prince of 
Peace” and creating an ad campaisn with 
lines like “Be brave—bring your troubles 
and your family to history's most subiime 
event” and “Youll find God—right in 
there!" Babb ended up with a movie that 
had crowds Hued up eren in sinful New 
York. “We killed em,” Babb says. 

Babb today is in his 70th year. a heavy- 
seb man with slicked-back white hair and 
still sharp, hooded eyes peering out of a 
chubby face. He is semi-retired and 
recovering from a stroke, 

Born in the hamlet of Lees Creek, Obio, 
Babb still likes to refer to himself as 
“just a country boy with a shoeshine.” He 
is called Kroger as a nickname because of 
his father’s fondness for the BH. Kroger 
brand of coffee. 

Understanding Babb's acconiplishments 
involves unearthing one of the most 
fascinating and least remembered film 
eras, the heyday of the traveling exploia- 
tion show. 

In the 1920s, 30s and into the “dis, a 
group of men calling themselves “the 40 
Thieves” canvassed the American heart- 
Jand, showing up in small towns with a 
film of a theoretically risqué or sex- 
educational nature, personally showing it 
for a night or two, and Jeaving with profits 
in hand, It was to be Babb’s triumph to 
perfect this geure by producing and dis- 
wibuting the film “Mom and Dad” 

Tt started one night in 1943 when Babb 
attended a town meeting in tiny Burk- 
burnett. Texas, called beeause local high 
school sirls were belug impregnated in 
large numbers by men from a nearby Army 
“It was a hell of a meet- 
ing, you had ali these old biddies squab- 
bling and roasting everybody. They want- 
ed to declare the whole air corps off 
limits," Babb remembers. “Then the idea 
hit me, that would make a he of a 
movie.” 

The kiea was not totally original because 
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A Kroger Babb special (1948). 


Babb was then traveling with something 
called “Dust to Dust.” an earlier “birth- 
of-a-baby” film, so-called because its prime 
attraction was documentary footage of a 
baby being born. So naturally, when he 
suggested his new improved version to 
-Hollywood, “They threw me out as fast 
as I walked in.” 

Undaunted, Babb made the film for nis. 
own Hygevic Productions company for a 
bargain $62,000 invested by 20 individuats. 
Each investor. Babb claims, made back 
$63,000 for each-thousand dollars put in, 
except for one fellow who pulled out be- 
fore the film was made and ended up a 
suicide. 

Such was the power of “Mom aud Dad.” 
Its international grosses have been estimat- 
ed af anywhere from $40 to $100 milion, 
and Time magazine claimed in 1949 that 
ane (oe ΟΥ̓ 10 peogts| 4a. the ‘work liad. seen 
1 

“Mom and Dad” did not flourish because 
of its birth footage, featuring normal, 
breech-birth and caesarean section or be- 
cause of its puerile plot, which Babb him- 
self disparages as dealing with “this dumb 
high school girl, very beautiful, who wanted 
to know more about her body, about sex, 
but every time she asked her mother a 
question, the mother said, ‘Tut, tut, youre 
too young to know.’ So then she went to 
8 perty, danced with a good-looking 
Stranger, and she got pregnant,” 

The success flowed, rather, from Babb's 
extraordinary promotional abilities. Work- 
ing from the premise that “you've got te 
tell ‘em to 581} ‘em,” Babb would simply 
overybeim a town with exploitation 
material, even pioneering the use of direct- 

sending four-color mail- 


“Krog would spend more money on 
promotion than the theater would normal- 
ly gross, but our returns would be sensa- 
tional,” remembers Ἐς. Gordon “Cagey” 
Murray, 2 former Babb associate. “Some- 
times we'd find some old {derelict] some- 
where, dress him up to look like a sireet- 
corner preacher and stand him on αὶ corner 
talking about the terrible evils 2f this 
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movie, People would grab the handbilis 
and head for the theater.” where separate 
shows for men and women. to avoid em-~ 
harrassment, were the rule. 

The piéce de résistance here were Babb's 
newspaper ads, still stirring models of 
enticement. “It happens somewhere evey 
night!" roared the copy. 
can ruin an entire lifetime of happiness. 

So bold—it's shocking! So human—youll 
mee augh and cry! So wonderful—youll 
be lucky to get in” And the real elincker, 
“You may faint but you'll Jearn facts” 

Patrons of “Mom and Dad” got more 
than 8 movie, they got “Two nurses in 
attendance" plus a lecture by “Eliot 
Forbes. fearless hygiene commentator.” 
strategically placed midway in the film.

The purpose of the lecture was to sell 


” pooks, either “Father and Son” or “Mother 


and Danghter.” depending on the audience, 
antediluvian sex manuals that cost next 
to nothing to print but a whole dolar 
te bry. “They made you feel you bad to 
buy this thing or“you were the most 
ignorant person in the world,” remembers 
one spectator. 

This didnt happen in just one city at 
5 time, In his heyday Babb had 300 units 
on the road at the samé time, each com- 
plete with its own nurses and its, own 
lecturer, and to this day he continues to 
cun into men who tell him, “You don't 
snow me, Mr, Babb. but my name was 
Siliot Forbes.” 

Grown men were known to faint at the 
medical reels ‘exhibiting 
of venereal disease and by Babb’s own 
count the film was taken either to court 
or before local censorship boards 423 
times.
